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Rocket-Sled Hits 1000 Miles Per Hour 


Rocket-powered sleds, similar to the one above at Muroc Air Base, Calif., can streak along railroad 
tracks at speeds in excess of 1000 mph, Air Force officials revealed. 
The unmanned, jet-propelled 


sleds have flashed over 2000 feet of tracks in less than two seconds since tests started in September 
1946. 
The sleds weigh about 1500 pounds and are powered by five giant fuel rockets, each develop- 


ing 10,000 pounds thrust for 1.8 seconds. The experiments have been conducted by Northrop Air- 
craft to determine feasibility of outdoor wind tunnels in which objects being tested would move 


instead of the surrounding air.

issue. 


The secretary told the 
tax- 


drafting: house ways and means 
committee the bill by Chairman 
Knutson (R-Minn) 
would 
"con- 


stitute a major threat to the na- 
tion's financial integrity and eco- 
nomic stability". 


He said it would not only blast 


plans for retirement of the na- 
tional debt but would put the 
treasury $2,100,000,000 in the red 
during- the 1949 fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1. 


Instead, he urged immediate 


passage of President Truman's 
own program for a $40 cut for 
each taxpayer and dependent, off- 
set by a new $3,200,000,000 levy 
on corporations through restor- 
ation of excess profits taxes. 


As soon as Snyder finished his 


formal statement, Knutson 
told 


him he had made a "weak case" 
and indicated determination to 
push consideration of the Repub- 
lican bill, giving little, if any, fur- 
ther attention to Truman's pro- 
posal. 


Truman Plan in Record 


However, over Knutson's objec- 


tions, Rep. Dingell (D-Mich) suc- 
ceeded in putting into the commit- 
tee record a copy 
of legislation 


embracing the Truman plan. 


Snyder said Truman had dis- 


cussed the tax cutting plan with 
him and told the committee he is

Murder Accusation 
Is Made Over Long 
Distance Telephone 


Walla Walla, Wash., Jan. 16— 


(AP)—In a long-distance, three- 
way telephone call to Chicago, 
Jake Bird, condemned Negro ax 
slayer, late last night accused two 
men held by Evanston, 111., police 
of participating in the 194.2 Gal- 
vin double slaying at Evanston. 


He gave full details of the kill- 


ing of Mrs. Lillian Galvin and her 
maid to Evanston police officials 
who were listening in, prison offi- 
cers here said. Harry Engstrom, 
acting chief of detectives at Ev- 
anston, here at the prison, arrang- 
ed the telephone call. 


Talking with men identified here 


only as "Sugar Man" Hockett and 
another known as "Lovalle," he 
asked them to "tell the truth about 
the whole affair and make the best 
deal they could." 


Bird's part of the conversation 


took place in the brilliantly-light- 
ed office of Warden Tom Smith. 


Bird talked first with the man 


identified as "Sugar Man" Hock- 
ett. He had told officers previous- 
ly that "Sugar Man" was only 17 
at the time the crime was com- 
mitted and that he felt responsible 
for the youth. 


Bird's opening words were: 
"Hello, 
is that 
you 'Sugar 


Man?'" 


"Sugar Man" in Denial 


On the other end of the line, 


prison officials said, "Sugar Man" 
denied knowing Bird or anything 
about the case. 


Bird argued with him, at times 


getting tough in his conversation 
and Bird pleaded with "Sugar Man" 
to tell the whole truth and go to 
the state's attorney's office 
to 


"make the best deal you can." 


Bird then talked with the man 


known as "Lovalle." 


"Lovalle" had had no connec- 


tion with the crime except going 
along with them and helping dis- 
pose of the loot, Bird said. 


A third man Bird talked with 


was described as "Shaky Jake." 
Bird said that a brother-in-law ot 
"Shaky Jake" had been given pll 
the jewelry and furs from the Gal- 
vin robbery except for two pieces 
of jewelry. 


"Shaky Jake" denied that his 


brother had anything to do with 
the crime or that he himself knew 
anything about it.

out at Duisburg, Muehlheim and 
Dinslaken. 
quietly and without 


demonstrations. About 25,000 al- 
ready were on strike at Oberhau- 
sen.

in essential services remained on 
their jobs. Shiploadings at Duis- 
burg, the huge inland port at the 
junction of the Ehine and Ruhr 
rivers,

Strikes and possible riots were 


predicted last night by Hans Boeck- 
ler, head of the German Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, after a con- 
ference of German and British of- 
ficials on the food crisis, which 
ended without any action to relieve 
the shortages.
